“I am happy to announce,” said Mr. 
Lawson, “that work progress now will go 
forward with speed and we'll get results.” 

That determined attitude, which the

Now the department will go ahead 
with its contract with a consulting engi- 
neering firm to design the 33 connector 
bridges. Remembering the more than a 
year required to build the recently opened 
W. Peachtree bridge, Atlantans now have 
more reason to hope that the connector 
bridges can be completed in less than 
three decades. 

Meanwhile Commissioner Jim Ald- 
redge's suggestion, approved by the Fulton 
County Board of Commissioners, that Ful- 
ton Superior Court provide a judge to hold 
pretrial hearings on City of Atlanta and 
Fulton County expressway rights of way 
should promptly be complied with. It 
would speed up the cumbersome process 
which now permits only one condemna- 
tion case to be tried per week. 

Also commendable is Commissioner 
Aldredge’s proposal that each property 
owner be notified by letter that proposed 
expressway routes are through his prop- 
erty. This notification would prevent of- 
ficials having to visit each individual and 
in many cases would check resentment 
which often follows such notification. 

It is good to see these attempts to re- 
move some of the causes of delays in con- 
struction which have existed for so long. 
Full cooperation between the city, county 
and state will speed eventual completion 
of the Expressway and the downtown 
connector which will be the hub of the 
interstate system in Georgia.

Radiation Research Is 
Way To End H ysteria 


At last Congress, scientists and offi- 
cials of the Atomic Energy Commission 
are coming around to the view that ex- 
panded research into the effects of radia- 
tion upon man is necessary. 

In view of the differences of opinion 
upon the subject among fop scientists, such 

research program appears absolutely 
mandatory. The resultant confusion from 
sharp disagreements needs to be resolved 
as soon as possible. 

It goes without question that the dis- 
agreements are playing into the hands of 
the Communists, currently engaged in a 
worldwide propaganda campaign for arm- 
aments reduction as well as to outlaw 
atomic tests and nuclear weapons. The 
Reds hope to build up such a climate of 
world opinion that their proposals for 
agreements based on “mutual trust” will 
be accepted. 

Moscow's infamous record on such in- 
ternational treaties based on trust rules 
out American acceptance of any such 
premise. 

The British have set up, outside their 
Atomic Energy Authority, a Medical Re- 
search Council to operate independently 
of the testing agencies and report directly 
to Parliament. We badly need such a 
body—one that concerns itself with the 
effects of tests instead of the desirability 
or success of the weapons tested. 

The confusion and hysteria brought 
about by the current uncertainty are un- 
derstandable. They can lead to harmful 
effects on the nation’s defenses if the un- 
certainty is unjustified. 

Only a detailed study by an independ- 
ent group can end the controversy and 
allay the anxieties—fanned by Commu- 
nist propaganda—which now exist in al- 
most every country of the world.

The Celler subcommittee said

The House report did not cite 
specific examples of the “‘in- 
formality’’ it deplored, but its 
comments followed criticism of 
the commission's handling of a 
1945 case involving the sale of 
the Philadelphia television sta- 
tion. WPTZ-TV, hy Westinghouse 
to the National Broadcasting Co. 

In other areas of FCC activi- 
ties, the report recommended 
that the agency ‘‘expedite’’ its 
procram of research looking to 
a shift in television broadcasting 
to the ultra high frequency range. 
It also recommended that tele- 
vision sets aapable of receiving 
both the ultra high frequency 
signals and those in the very 
high frequency range he exempt 
from the 10 per cent federa!

HELSINKI, June 9-—- China is 
asserting herself within the Com- 
munist bine. On three occasions 
in the last month Peiping & en- 
voys in Finland and other east 
Furopeah nations have empha- 
sized their government's désire 
to deal independents of the Soviet 
Union on political and é@conomic 
discussions with Fourope. 

The Chinese apparently are in- 
sisting through their diplomatic 
representatives that China should 
he considered by Furopeans as 
an entity in itself with its awn 
economic system and its own 
political and ideological theores. 

According to reliable diplomatic 
sources here, Chinese répresen- 
tatives have made it known that 
they look forward to the time, in 
the not too distant future, when 
‘news’ broadcasts from China 
will recah Europe without inter- 
ference from jamming in the So- 
viet Union. They have also em- 
phasized the economic advan- 
tages to European powers of di- 
rect trade with China. 


WITH SOVIET 


The Chinese apparently are 


‘competing with the Soviet Unien 


in their relations with nations in 
eastern Furope. Consequently the 
Russians are making it known 
here that trade with them and 
relations with them should be 
conducted in the sense that they 
and not the Chinese are the lead- 
ers of communism. This is a deli- 
cate distinction to make to peo- 
ple like the Finns, who are not 
attracted to communism éither 
Soviet or Chinese. But it is one 
that is heing made. 

The visit of Nikita Khrushchev 
and Nikolai Bulganin, respective- 
ly head of the Communist Party 
in the Soviet Union and chief of 
government, to Finland and the 
anticipated visit of Mao Tse Tung, 
paramount figure in Communist 
China, to Poland are seen here in 
the perspective of China's r@- 
assertion of her power as most 
populous and potentially the most 
powerful of Communist states.
